EUROPE SWELTERING UNDER HEAT WAVE. 


London, July 11. 


Like the United States, a large part of Europe iz at pre- 
gent eweltering under a heat wave, the effects of which are 
aggravated by the long drought which has most seriously affected 
crops. In addition to deaths from sunstroke and drowning, 
yesterday numerous fires of thousands of acres of grass and heath 
land were burning in various parts of the country. Over ninety: 
one degrees in the shade were registered in Paris yesterday. The 
drought in the North of France is said tobe the most severe of 
any during the last half century. Paris .is economising water. 
No shortage is at present threatened, bot the situation in the 

“provinces is becoming serious. As an example, water is selling at 
a franc a pailful in the Avésnes region. “Most violent—thunder- 
storms, however, are tgported in the South of Prance. Hailstones 
as big as walnuts wrought havoc among the crops, vines, frait and 
flowers, and severa] deaths from lightning are report.

In spite of the fact that there have been contradictory 
statements im connection with the overtures ‘now taking 
place between Great Britain, America aud -Fapan onthe 
Pacitic question. there is. judging by the latest cables to 
hand. room for great hopetulness of a settlement. bt was 
reported yesterday that - President Elardiny, has issued 
definite invitations to Britain. Franve. Italy and, Japan 
to participate in a conferenceat Washington on the disarma- 
ments question and that. as this inatter nas a close relation 
to the Pacific and Far Eastern problem, the Powers should 
strive fur a solution of the latter as viviog ruom for the 
enunciation of principles. and policies yenerally. Such 
an invitation will, we bope. be acvepted ‘by all and there 
will be a general agreement with Mr. Llova George in his 
confidence that beneficial results will fullow Mr, Harding's 
step. The Premier made a statemert in the House of 
Commons on the whole matter yesterday, aud tits frank 
statement. reported! im today’s cables. will countless be 
hailed with satisfaction by-all parties. 

‘What we should here like tu point yut is the position 
of China in this matter. The other Powers have been 
rather inclined to leave China vut in the cold. Even when 
she has heen called in it has been dene ina spirit f veneros- 
itv. Seeing that China is mure interested in the peace 
of the Pacilic than apy other natiun it is only fair and just 
that her side of the case should be heard and apprehended. 
In the matter of the Anglo-Japapese Aliauce our Chinese 
friends have felt it something ofa slight that the views of 

_ China were not officially called fur. As Dr. Wu Ting-fang, 
China’s *Grand Old Man” of foreign affairs, so recently 
said, China must be given a chance to come into the world 
of international politics ona basis of equality with the 
other nations of the Orient, especially when the peace of 
the Orient is at stake. However yood intentioned other 
countries may be towards her, China has the right to say 
what she feels—to say it herself and not have it said for 
her by others. We are. therefore. particularly pleased 
that President Harding has included China in his list, of 
countries whose representatives should form the Conference 
for the possession of a direct voice at’a round-table gather: 
ing will not only be a recognition of China’s right but will 
do much to cleanse the native mind of the opinion that 
other countries of the world are loth to give China what 
should be hers. eo 
_ . Whether the forthcoming conference will in any. way 
Juterfere with the question of the Anglo- Japanese Alliance 
Temains to be seen, but, it would ‘be a-triumph of: inter- 
national diplomacy for Mr. Harding if, out of it, could 
come a real understanding between all the Powers concerning 
Pacific affairs. It has been rightly said that the Far East 
will be the centre of any future misunderstandings, for, in 
addition to the normal conflicting interests of the several 
countries interested therein, there is the question of race 
and colour on which so much discord has been built in the 

- past. The world has just passed through onebig war and 
has‘seen enough of the misery that follows without desir- 
ing another. Ihere is a great moral duty imposed on all 
the participants in the forthcoming conference to find a 
basis of common understanding.

A Modern Methusalah 

Not very long ago it was con- 
sidered quite remarkable to hear 
ofa person reaching a hundred 
years of age: In these latter 
days, whether because such cases 
ate much more numerous or be- 
cause of greater publicity, it ig an 
even chance that you read of 
somebody with three figures to 
his or her credit every time you 
take up a newspaper. Not untess 
the modern Mtethusalsh gets well 
over the century does he arrest 
attention. Such a case is record- 
ad by the Times correspondent at 
Canstsotinople, who states that 
there dwells in the Turkish 
capita! a Kurd named Zorah 
claiming to be 146 years of age. 
It is alleged tha: Zorah came 
from Trebizond to Constantinople 
when 37 years old, and that he 
can remember the slaughter of 
the Janissaries taking place a 
few years later. Seeing that this 
event occurred nearly a hundred 
years ago, the recollection, if it 
could ba authenticated, would go 
a long way towards canfirming 
the aged one’s claim. As itis.the 
claim mus: be taken upon trust, if 
at all It bas been noted by travel- 
lers that Islamic races of the 
desert enjoy remarkable long- 
evity, owing largely, itis suppos- 
ed, to the dryness of the atmos- 
here; but unfortunately there 
are no definite records. [n regard 
to the. case reported from 
Constantinople. however, one or 
two queries arisa on the calcula- 
tions of the 7/mex correspondent, 
who gives the centanarian’s natal 
year as 1191 and arrives at the 
age of 146 by taking 1337 as the 
present year Of the Islamic 
caleodar, which dates from the 
Hegira, or,flight of the Prophes. 
Now Mahomet quitred Mecca on 
September 13, 622, which would 
make 1921 A.D. the year 1299 
of the Hegira. According to 
this, the age of the Kurdish 
ancient, born in 1191,is reduced 
to 168. The Islamic calendar, 
however, was revised by the Caliph 
Oinar, wiu made the starting~ 
point tocorrespond with 640 A.D., 
which makes the present yeartobe 
1286 of the Hegira, bringing the 
Kurdish patriarch’s age down’ to 
95. As the problem is com- 
plicated by toe difference between 
Islam's secular and sacted years, 
we leave the  -adjustment 
to readers with a penchant for 
such points, 


The Eclipse of an Idol. 


This is not “the twilight of the 
idols” in Germany but their night, 
if we may judge by the fate of 
the once-celebrated Hindenburg 
statue. Inthe early days of the 
war patriotic fervour surged so 
actively. through the Teutonic 
breast that a vent was provided 
foritin tbe shape of a wooden 
efigy of the field-marshal, iato 
which the sons, and daughters, of 
Germania sped nails at so moch a 
head. It was a profitable business 
for the war charities, even if this 
patriotic pastime was not prac- 
tised quite so extensively ay Ber- 
lin bulletins of those days led the 
reader to suppose; it appears that 
the statue was never entirely 
covered with its curious coat of 
Mail Nevertheless, two “sculp 
tors” contested in the courts the 
distinction of having created this 
freak. And now, after being al- 
lowed to fall into obscurity, it 
casually” transpires that the 
statae hay been offered for— 


‘firewood! Does this signify that 


Germany has really finished with 
the war-cult, or that she wishes 
to forget her defeat? - As to 
Hindenbarg himself, the differ- 
ence in his treatment siace the 
days of his apotheosis must be 
almost without parallel, astonish- 
ing as are the examples of change 
of fortune that history affords.

PROMISSORY NOTE 
CASE. 


‘A Question of Inter- 
pretation. 


. The way in wh’*h a Chineso 
promissory note st_uid be read 
was the point at issue ina case 
before Mr. Justice Wood in the 
Summary Court this morning. 
The case was one in which $300 
was involved, the maney being 
three instalments due under a 
Chinese promissory notas The 
defendant was the guarantor. - 

His Lordship read tha note and 
said he took it as meaning that 
commencing from the date of-the 
note the sum of $100 must be paid 
every four months, and if not 
paid shen interes: must be paid 
at the rate of $1. per $100 per day. 
His Lordship did not thick that 
there had been any default marely 
by failure to pay the instalments. 
Failure to pay instalments 
amounted to a Liability to pay 
interest and he read it that was 
the only liability. - 

Mr, C. F. Mason, for defendant, 
said the guarantor did not 
guarantee the payment of the in- 
stalments or the interest: he 
guaranteed to pay the amount 
when the nota fall due, which was 
nine years sad eight months from 
the date of the note. a. 

His Lordship said the loan was 
$2,900 and the undertaking of 
the person who signed the note 
was to repay that sum of money 
by a definite date—nine years 
and eight months ahead of 
the date of signature. 
promisor had promised to 
pay instalments, but he had 
stipulated a penalty for breach 
of that part of the promise, 

Mr. F. E. Nasb, for plaintiff, 
did not accept that interpretation, 
of the note. He contended that 
the three items in the note should 
be read separately. The money 
had to be paid once every four 
months end he submitted that 
the guarantor guaranteed that 
payment. The paragraph relat- 
ing fo the interest shonld not 
be read" with the first paragraph 
relating to the instalments. The 
third paragraph was just an ex- 
planation that the money had to 
be paid at the end of the nine 
years and eight months. .

Reporting damage to her steer~ 
ing gear the Indo-China’ Steam 
Navigation Company's steamer 
Lok Sang is now in port after 
haviog experienced the full-foree 
of a typhoon in she Gulf of 
Huinan last week. The log-book 
of the Lok Sang made interesting 
reading when seen this morning 
by a Telegraph reporter. 

‘the Lok sang. of 979 tons 
register, Capt.Clement J. Matrock 
in command, sailed .. from 
Haiphong on Tuesday morning 
last at 10 o'clock for Hongkoog 
with a cargo of rice and & 
few coolies as passengers. At the 
time of departure from Haiphong 
typhoon signals werer hoisted re- 
porting the typhoon a long way off 
inthe Philippines, but the ship's 
barometer was normal. The 
weather escountered by the Lok 
Sang was ordinary until 7 o'clock 
on the next morning (Wednes- 
dav) when the barometer started 
to fall and the witd to freshen at 
ao alarming rate. Seeing no 
chance of making port before 

. being overtaken by the typhoon, 

Capt. Mattock decided to make 

tor shelter under the lee of the 

land at Cape Kami. The Lok 

Sang anct ored off the cape short- 

ly after noon on Wednesday. 

Since esrlier in the morning the 

barometer was falling steadily 

and all the time the wind was 
freshening to a gale. At 

10.49 o'clock on Wednesday nizht 

tha wind veered tothe north-east. 

The position of shelter of the 

Lok Sang at once became one of 

considerable danger with the gale 

striking down upon the, vessel, 
which was now to windward of 

Cape Kami. Anchor was weighed 

and the steamer made for the 

west side of the cape to seek 
refage from’ the terrific squall. 

Huge seas were continually being 

shipped fore and aft. and the 

vessel was rolling to the gun- 

wales. At 3.90 o'clock on [hurs- 

day morning the wind fell con- 

siderably and there was a lull, 

comparatively speaking, for one 

hour. Then it suddenly chaoged 
‘in direction and blew from south- 
south-east. Itincreased in fury 
and quickly reached the force ofa 
whole gale. The Lok Sang was 
being badly buffetted, but she 
was holding her own. 

For twoand a kalfhoursthe Lok 
Sang was fighting for safety in al- 
most the centre of the northern 
part of the typhoon and so far oaly 
minor damage had been dome. 
At6o’clock on Thursday morning 
the first serious mishap occurred. 
The steering-gear jambed aft. 
Officers and crew worked at 
repairs to the steering-gear under 
great difficulties, being almost 
swept off their feet by the great 
seas washing on board. While 
they were clearing away some 
tackle holding the quadrant in 
position it was carried away by the 
heavy rolling of the ship, smash- 
ing.the ‘bracket at the rudder- 
head and nuts for the hand 
ateering-gear. Three hours later 
temporary repairs had been 
effected to. the steecring-gear. 
after s most arduous time. 
The ship was then kept moving 
on a Zigzag course under 
the cape waiting for the weather 
to modbrate. The lowest baro- 
meter reading wag et 4 a.m. on 
Thuraday, when it stood et 29.03, 
From then on it raised rapidiy 
- and in the afternoon the wind 

had started to moderate. At 3 

p.m. the barometer had increased 

to 29.53 and the typhoon had 

moderated to a fresh gale. A 

course_was then set for Hoihow, 

the wind decreasing io velocity 
and the sea subsiding throughout.,
